The Council is now responsible 
for maintenance of amenity areas in completed phases, but 
not such natters as the landscaping/turfing of nev/ly built 
areas, '■'■e are also nov\' responsible for v/inding up the 
T'^aintenance Fund arrears due from residents. Your co¬ 
operation in speedily settling suns Vv^hich are legally due 
and enforceable is sought. The benefit of an early"' 
settlement of arrears is directly to the village in that 
collection costs will be kept to a inininum. Finally, of the 
major points, residential freeholds will be available, 
hopefully, about the middle of 1977. Details v/ill be 
announced in the News.

Realistically, we may have little 
chance to change central government's refusal to provide 
cycleways. Hov/ever, the Council is trying: particularly 
for the stretch from Ear Hill to the Swavesey turn. 

RATES 1977/78 will reflect the cost of maintenance vvhich 
until now has been collected by the developers in the form 
of a 5p/£ charge. The total expenditure budgeted for 77/78 
is .£17,000, v/hich ’will probably cause a i>arish rate charge 
of about 6p/,£ of Rateable value.
